Many persons have been struck, lately, by the prominence 


of comparatively youthful ollenders in crimes committed in 
New York city. Possibly'some explanation of this develop- 
ment may be inferred from the recent reports of judges who 
have been looking into Ihe probation system in New York. 
,'1'heir judgment is that the system is faulty al almost every 
point; that there is no method in the assignments of probation 
officers,, and thai the whole system is in need of immediate 
reform. One thing is certain; and that is thalunder modern 
conditions in'a big city there is no way of saving a boy who 
once makes friends with the members of a street ''gang," un- 
less through the wise, intelligent and careful efforts of an able 
judge,-aided,by a probation officer who is lilted for and who 
loves his work. Unless the "juvenile offenders' law" in 
Bos- 


Ion is amended, too, this city will soon have as many and as 
desperate youthful offenders as can be found in any big Am- 
erican city.—Boston Advertiser, 


The Proper Training, 


We do not agree that the children of Ihe rich should he 


compelled to lake industrial courses, just as we would not 
insist thai the children of Ihe poor should study literature'and 
art. 
But we have the feeling thai it is a mistake to lure chil- 


dren who are destined to spend their days in Ihe factory or Ihe 
workshop into industrial schools npon'lhe completion of Ihe 
grammar school courses. If the hoy or girl who is to he con- 
signed to (he mill or the shop can be afforded further lime in 
1he schools, we would favor that they spend their lime in the 
study of literature, music, Hrench, Latin and Greek, for the 
reason that Ihe cultivation of their intellects along these lines 
will give them wider facilities for pleasure, If a man is destined 
to spend his days al Ihe loom or Ihe bench, his youth, to Ihe 
last possible day, should be employed in developing his lasle 
for literature and music, that his opportunities for enjoyment 
may be enlarged.—New Bedford Mercury.
